It is impo ssible to estimate the number o f 
liv es he has influenced and his final act co mes 
to them as a shattering sho ck. 
There is so much need to day o f men and j 
wo men who are liv ing ev idences that there is 
a purpo se and meaning to life. 
Only last nig ht 
a speaker in Santa Ana to ld ho w he lias been 
co nfro nted ag ain and ag ain by students who 
hav e arg ued with him fo r ho urs as to whether 
there is any purpo se to life, whether the in­ 
div idual is no t a clo d o f dirt to be blo wn 
away in the end by a puff o f wind. 
One wo n­ 
ders whether in passing as he has, Mr. Bo v ard 
did no t place the mark o f failure o n much o f his 
o wn perso nal influence. 
His perso nal influ­ 
ence in the liv es o f o thers has been jeo pardized, 
if no t made bad instead o f g o o d, bv this o ne 
act. 
On the o ther hand, if his life had run 
its span his g o o d influence wo uld hav e co n­ 
tinued endlessly . 
In that cho ice o f co nduct is 
the answer to the wo ndering students. 
It is no t permitted to us to measure o ur in­ 
fluence in the liv es o f o thers. 
When a man 
o f g Teat influence surrenders it is dev astating 
in the liv es o f many o thers, such as tho se en­ 
quiring students, o r merely so me admiring 
friend to who m his principles, o r philo so phy , 
o r g av ety has been a precept o f co nduct, a 
treasure. 
Tho se who hav e had faith in the character 
o f this man who has been o ne o f the prime 
mo v ing spirits o f the 
g reat 
univ ersity o f 
So uthern Califo rnia w'ill lo ng to justify this 
act so that they need no t questio n the man. 
One wo nders, 
perhaps, 
whether the failure 
do es no t rest with tho se who sho uld hav e made 
life desirable to him because o f their clo se 
relatio nship to him. 
Ev ery o ne 
relies mo re 
than he will admit o f ev en realizes (humans 
do so lo v e to be independent), o n the lo v e and 
dev o tio n and kindness o f o thers. 
Friendships and lo v ed o nes co unt eno ug h 
to sav e life itself if there is a mutual hig h 
reg ard fo r lo v e and friendship and dev o tio n 
and self-sacrifice. 
Grav e differences are as 
no thing co mpared with the unselfishness and 
lo v e which is life-sustaining .

W e confess to a great enjoyment in reading 
the controv ersy, and we mu ch regret that the 
New’ Repu blic has closed the door to fu rther 
comment.
